DISCONTENT IN TURKEY 


In an interesting articleon the presentstate o’ 
affairs in Tarkey, an occasional corresponde n‘ 
of the “Times” writes that perhaps the most 
potent cause of the discontent is to be found in 
thecharacter of the men whoarenow sent to the 
provinces as governors-general. The old type 
of Vali, &c., was frequently brutal and corrupt 
but he had generally served a long apprentive- 
ship in smaller posts, knew his business, and 
understood the people and their wants. Since 
the appointments to these posts have passed 
from the hands of the Porte, which, with all 
its shortcomings, had some sense of responsi- 
bility, into the hands of Palace favourites, they 
have been nsed to. reward their friends, and 
have been given to men who possess the vices 
of their predecessors and none of their virtues. 
They ate just as corrupt, just as bratal, al- 
though perhaps in a less downright way, ‘and 
in addition they have had no experience of life 
in the provinces and no training in administra- 
tive work. Hardly less fruitful of. discontent 
has been the almost incredible mismanagement 
of everything connected with finance. The taxes 
collected in the provinces are sent to the capital 
and only a very small portion finds its way 
back to be used for the benefit of the tax 
payers. Of the remainder, a certain amount is 
devoted to expenditure which is’ more or less 
productive, but no intonsiderable part of it 
either disappears into the pockets of corrapt 
officials or is spent in ways that cannot by any 
possibility be regarded as productive, such ‘as 
the purchase’of the ships of war which lie rot- 
ting in the golden Horn and in the Dardanelles, 
or the maintenance of the huge army of spies 
who swarm in Constantinople and to a less 
extent in other cities. It is no wonder that the 
unfortunate peasant, who feels’ his taxes as a 
crushing burden, should begin to complain 
when he sees that he gets no return from them, 
and that even the officials areleft for montha 
ata time without receiving a penny of salary 
from the Government, and are thus. forced to 
live by robbing the people. 

The clique at the Palace (continues the 
correspondent) is apt to take credit to itself 
for the great extension of the tailway system 
which has taken place under its auspices. No one 
would deny that railways are a good thing for 
the country or that the districts through which 
they pass bave been madé more prosperous by 


ther, But the corrupt way, in which the con- 
cessions have been given has bronght it about 
that in almost every case the price paid has 
been out of all proportion ‘to the usefulness of 
the line, and, moreover, this price is paid in 
the shape of kilometric guarantees s0 arranged 
that, the less work the railways do, the greater 
is the profit which they make. As if it were not 
enough to bribe the railways in this way to do 
as little as possible for the development of the 
country, every diffieulty is put in theirway when 
they try to do anything. Not only are roads not 
built to enable the peasant to bring his pro- 
duce to the stations, but’no Turkish subject is 
allowed to travel about the country without the 
permission of theaathorities, and this permission 
is practically never given to Armeniahs,’ who 
are the keenest traders, and is very rately given 
to Turks, Greek and Jews enjoy a little more 
liberty in this respect, but.even for thém it is 
difficult. to move about: and look after their 
business. The result is, of course, partly to 
prevent trade and partly to throw what trade 
there is into the hands of foreign subjects. 'I'o 
show to what an extent this mad system is 
carried, it may be mentioned that a short 
time ago the Anatolian Railway suggested to 
Government modifications of the passport _re- 
gulatiohs, and assured the Governinent that, 
if they were adopted, they would increase the 
receipts of the railway by many thousands of 
pounds and save the Treasury a corresponding 
sum in kilometric guarantees. The modifications 
would not have made it any easier for un- 
desirable persons to escape the vigilance of the 
police, but the-government, none the less re- 
fused to consider them, In short, the railway 
police of Yildiz, if there is a policy at all, is to 
spend as much on the lines and fo get as Httle 
return as possible. 

There is thus little difficulty in en 
ing- the discontent of all who ‘live by trade or 
by agriculture—that is to say, of the great 
majority of the’ population. The difficulty is 
even less when we come to consider the dis- 
content of theeducated classes who supply offi- 

ials to the Administration and officers to the 
Varmy: Their movements are dogged at every 
step by the spies on whom snch a large propor- 
tion of the national revenue is wasted. Their 
reading is subjected to a censorship of which 
it would be hard to say whether itis the more 
stupid or the more. tyrannical. The revival of 
Tarkish literature, which showed so much pro- 
mise three or four decades ago,has been ernsh- 
ed, and the works of Shinasi Sadullah Pasha, 
Kemal Bey, and others, of which educated 
Turks are so proud, have been placed gn the 
index and can only be read in stealth. Neither 
in the army nor in the Administration is 
there any such thing as promotion by. merit. 
To get on, one must secure the protection of 
some official with influence at the Palace, and 
the only snre way of winning sach protection 
is either to buy it or to turninformer against 
one’s comrades. Large numbers of yonng men 
succumb to this temptation, and the “evil has 
teached such dimensions that a Turk runs 
the risk of exile and ruin for every word or 
action that can be twisted into a sign of dis- 
affection. It has been known, for example, that 
schoolboys have beenbanished from the capital 
for giving a light for his cigarette toa man 
sitting beside them in a- tramcar, who hap- 
pened to be, although the boys could hardly 
have known it, a servant of the Heir to the 
Throne, with whom it is treason to have any 
intercourse. The encouragement given to in- 
formers has produced a class of blackmailers 
wholive and flourish by threatening to make 
trouble at the Palace for any one who refuses 
to pay them not todo so. 

There is not an educated class in any eountry 
which would not become restive under such 
treatment, and with the Turks the discontent 
is increased by the humiliation they feel on 
account of the ineptitude shown by the Govern- 
ment, both in its management of home affairs 
and in its dealings with foreign Powers ; at the 
way in which abuses are tolerated until they 
invite, almost compel, that European inter- 
ference which is so distasteful to nearly every 
Tark ; and at the way in which that interference 
is met, when it does come, -by the people who 
pull the strings at the Palace, and whose only 
idea of diplomacy is.to begin by rejecting even 
the most moderate demands, and to end by 
aceépting even the most extravagant. Of 
course, the educated class in Turkey. is a very 
small one, but it would be a mistake to regard 
it on that account of little or no importance, 
Apart from other considerations, their feelings 
and opinions are not without influence on the 
rest of the population, and the Government is 
doing a great deal to extend this influence by 
its practice of éxiling into the Provinces every- 

ly whom it suspects of advanced views. The 
number of people who are said to have been | 
exiled in this way excdeds all belief. But, when * 


every allowance has been made for exaggera- / 


tion, the exiles have been numerous enough to’ 
have an effect on public opinion in every part 
of the Empire. It isa wellknown fact that 
there are districts where practically the whole 
of the Effendi class is composed of men ex- 
pelled trom Constantinople on account of their 
opinions Many of these men manage to keep 


in touch with friends in the capital and with ° 


friends abroad, and.to play, the’ part of mis- 
sionaries of disaffection, and there is even 
reason to think that influences of this kind had 
something to do with bringing about the recent 
inéidents at Bitlis and elsewhere.

_ DEFENCE OF THE BANKS. 


Sir. W.F.° Miéville, K.C.M.G., contributes 
the following article to the “Financial Review 
of Reviews” under the heading of “Egypt as a 
field for the Bona Fide investor.” :— 

That an unsatisfactory situation would be 


creatéd on the Bourses of Alexandria and: 


Cairo was foreseen by attentive onlookers who 
were in Egypt during the past winter, for not 
only was it difficult to keep count of the 
new companies launched almost daily, but 
it was practically impossible during the rush 
of flotations to estimate the real value of each 
undertaking. Promoters and company-mongers 
not unnaturally took advantage of this rapid 
flotation of companies to foist on a confiding, 
excited public many concerns at which old 
residents ominously shook their heads.,One of 
the pitiful incidents of the recent over-specula- 
tion was due to the fact that brokers’ touts 
induced petty shopkeepers and others, knowing 
nothing of stocks and “shares, to buy for a rise ; 
of course while markets continued buoyant all 
but when the fall came both the 
gambling shopkeepers and, in many cases, the 
persuasive broker, found themselves very hard 
hit. 

The hig®ly excitable nature of many of the 
numerous newly-fledged members of the local 
Exchanges; the frequently-repeated stories, 
daily heard, of hitherto penurious, or at least 
but modestly endowed, gentlemen popping 
into affluence; and the gambling propensi- 
ties of so many of the well-to-do of the 
European colonies, created an extraordinary 
atmospere of speculation, and in this me- 
dium the second cause of the Egyptian trou- 
bles, namely: the building: land boom, was 
generated. It began in this wise: advan- 
tageous offers were made by speculators 
to all and sundry of those who were pos- 
sessed of building plots in good residential 
quarters of Cairo or Alexandria, and their 
suburbs, and when, for a plot worth ten 
years ago but £2,000 or £3,000, the owner 
was bid £10,000 the temptation was great 
to realise the substantial profit. His land, 
often within forty-eight hours, would proba- 
bly be resold for £15,000; a week or a 
month later, it would again change hands 
at £20,000 and finally be bought at a still 
further enhanced figure by some new ur- 
banlands company. In cases like this the 
middlemen grew rich and the ultimate loss, 
it the last price was too ridiculously high, 
fell on the company, i.e., on the poor pigeons, 
its shareholders. I know of actual cases where 
properties were sold at the height of the boom 
for ten times their first sale price, though, of 
course, all urban sites did not rise in value to 
the same degree, owing to the difference in 
situation and a multitude of other reasons. In 
another category of cases the last buyers, being 
either too grasping or too badly stricken with 
the prevalent money-making” fever, failed to 
re-sell their plots before the Bourse troubles 
became acute, while even some of those— 
individuals as well as companies—who did sell 
before the crisis arrived were forced to take 
back what'they reasonably imagined they had 
disposed of at a handsome profit, for, when the 
pinch came, they discovered the purchasers to 
be next door to insolvent. Inasmuch as in most 
cases the agreementwas to pay for the purchase 
by instalments, with but’a small sum cash down, 
it made the qnashing of these sales easier, 
and obviously rescission was the only course 
to adopt even though fhe recovered property 
was temporarily unmarketable owing to the 
extraordinary scarcity of hard cash, Curiously 
interesting is it to note that the Bourse crisis 
which ended for the nonce the building boom 
was itself precipitated by the building land 
gamble, for Bourse speculators had joined in 
the blind rush first for.town plots and then 
for suburban sites. ‘The germs of the speculative 
feyer ‘must indeed have floated still farther 
afield for even a few British investors appear 
to have been infected and consequently, it is 
to he feared, have suffered in pocket. Yet it 
did not permeate all classes, for many residents, 
and many old land mortgage companies, like 
the one with which I myself am connected, 
prudently fought shy of touching building plots. 
Happily also, men in responsible financial 
positions, snch as the managers of the principal 
banks, early grasped th@ true significance of 
the position and by their timely action aided 
in bringing matters to a crisis ere the evil had 
become a fatally cancerous growth. Several 
local gentlemen hold that the measures taken 
by the Banks , were both too general and too 
severe; but there are maladies where half mea- 
sures are worse than useless, and this, I main- 
tain, was such a case, and the Banks’ action, 
though undoubtedly drastic, was, under the 
circumstances, not only wise but necessary. 

That inthe last three months a most un- 
comfortable and even anxious time, aggravated 
by general tightness in the money market, has 
been passed in financial circles in Egypt. is 
incontestable, but the comments of the Ase 
correspondent of the “Scotsman,” quoted 
in the July number of this “Revrew,’ seem 
somewhat wide of the mark. He writes of “a 
meeting of the leading banks... . at Ale 
andria at which it was decided, subject to the 
sanction of their respective directors, to contri- 
bute a fund amounting toa million sterling” ; 
and he adds : “What comes of efforts to bolster 
up artificially. an inherently unsound spe- 
culative edifice has been proved _on more than 
one oceasion in the case of the South African 
gold share market.” 

New seeing that Egypt differs essentially 
ftom South Africa in that in Egypt the econo- 
mie condition of the country “1s absolutely 
sound the analogy was unfortunate, And while 
admitting the embarrassments of the Bourse 
speculators following on a period of unac- 
customed influx of capital and conse nen 
prosperity, I must take exception to “be pE 
“an inherently unsound speculative

BONAPARTE IN EGYPT. 


LATE HAJI BROWNE'S - BOOK. 


Our first impression on opening the late 
Haji Browne’s recent production.was that:we 
were about to enjoy anew historical: work upon 
an important period of Egyptian history which 
has so far been somewhat inadequately dealt 
with ; we thought to find some. discussion upon 
the events which led to Napoleon’s dash into 
Egypt, some accurate description of the events 
which took place there during his occupation 
and some. critigism of ‘his -hasty. retirement. 
But we were doomed +to ‘disappointment, for 
historically the* book: is -of little -value ; what 
there is of history in it is of the ‘petty 


order, and lacks . width -of imagination ;.in. , 


fact it all seems to be «drawn from the 


contemporary writer, Gabarty, who was | 


more of a philosopher than an- historian, and 


who interested himself in the French occu-; 


pation from the point of view of ethnical 
rather than historical. study. The present 
author acknowledges practically no other sour 
ce than Gabarty, on whose~ merits “he “ene 
larges, even to the extent of making a typ- |, 


ical digression at one period into his history |- G 


and personal character. The reason why-he 
relies so much on. Gabarty unfolds itself as 
we get into the book; for Gabarty took 
the same view of the French invaders as 
Haji Browne is now doing, and studied it 
with the same end in view, namely to pro- 
ve that the Egyptians were an ill-used race 
and that had they received a reasonable 
degree’ of sympathy they would to-day have 
been very different to what they are. 

The book then is not, properly speaking, 
historical, though of course there is a certain 
amount of historical detail included ; it is 
rather a study in racial character, and Napo- 
leon is merely the peg on which the study is 
hung. It is the old question of the opposition 
of east and west once more; Egypt is the 
fighting ground, as it were, of the problem, and 
Haji Browne is one more champion on the 
eastern side. ; 

Before, however, we commence to criticise 
his attitude on the subject we feel bound:to 
say that his work is difficult to deal with in 
any concise way because.as a book it is greatly 
lacking in conciseness. The author seems to 
mix up the important and the unimportant, 
he digresses on little details of no moment 
and omits facts of pre-eminent weight. Indeed, 
it is only necessary to say that the period from 
the rise of Mahomet Ali to the French expedi- 
tion to Fashoda is treated in a single short 
chapter, while the few years of the French 
invasion occupy some fifteen, and we see that 
the author interests himself in history only so 
far as it lends proof to his contentions. 

We would not, however deny that the 
author is making a genuine attempt in this 
book to solve the almost insoluble difficulty of 
the opposition of the eastern to the western 
aspect of life, and we readily admit that 
Napoleon made a great error in his treatment 
of the Egyptians, especially in his attitude to 
their religious scruples ; but it is questionable, 
we think, whether Napoleon was so lacking in 
intellect and foresight as Haji Browne makes 
him out to have been ; after all Napoleon was 
not a man who cared what future generations 
should suffer so long as he gained his point at 
the moment. But the question is whether 
Napoleon’s oppressions really did so much to 
destroy the Egyptian national character, or 
whether it has not always been their inability 
to defend and govern themselves that has made 
the Egyptians the prey of a succession of 
invaders ; it is a matter of history that this has 
always been their case and it is only in recent 
years, comparatively speaking, that Europeans 
have been their governors.

INDIA. AND EGYPTIAN COTTON. 


Writing from Calcutta to the United States 
Department of Commerce, Consul-General W. 
H. Michael sends the following report on. the 
cotton exports and cotton crop of India : “the 
raw cotton exported from India during 1906-7 
was 7,396,591 cwt., which exceeded the quan- 
tity exported the year previously by only a 
few hundredweight (5,600), but the value was 
£14,218,910, or greater by £401,802. “The 
principal buyers of the crop were Japan, which 
took 1,728,958ewt. ; Germany, 1,648,349ewt , 
and Belgium, 1,100,969cwt. Italy, France, 
and Austria-Hungary were were purchasers in 
much smaller amounts, and England took less 
than 6 per cent. of the total, which, it is 
understood :here, she re-exported. The acreage 
under cotton this year in India is larger by 
1,272,000 acres than last \year, a part, being 
planted to Egyptian cotton, which is reported 
as doing well. Some of this variety of cotton, 
grown in Sind, was marketed last year at 
good prices, and great hopes are placed on 
its future production. About half of the raw 
cotton produced is now required by Indian 
mills, which have enlarged their capacity 
during the last year, especially for the produc- 
tion of piece goods of a higher grade, most of 
a higher grade, most of which the mills expect 
to sell in the local market. for home gonsump- 
tion.

To-day our 
reserve is within £220,000 of last year’s total, 
and there are no signs that any shipment of 
importance will be made across the Atlantic in 
the near fature. The position here is being 
strengthened week by week, and it is. very 
assuring to note that present indications ‘point 
to the fact that the Egyptian demand is the 
only one likely to cause any anxiety. Assuming 
that the United States Treasurer will deal ont’ 
his contributions to the banks with sufficient 
liberality ’as to meet all pressing needs on 
that side, we are confident that Egypt's re- 
quirements willbepromptly met, without much 
inconvenience. 

This week the return shows a further increase 
in the reserve of £204,827, bringing the total 
up to £24,149,000, and the proportion to 
liabilities is now 50 per cent., which is up to 
last year’s level. There has been an expansion 
of £290,575 in the note circulation, and Public 
Deposits are down £1,344,000 owing to 
Government disbursements. Other Deposits, 
however, have increased by £1,067,337. 

The discount market continues easy, and 
day loans were obtainable yestertay at 1} 
per cent, 

‘The Bank secured £300,000 of the £700,000 
bar gold available, the Continental demand 
causing the authorities to raise their baying 
price § of a penny.
